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SUPERINTENDENTS  REPORT 


The  primary  aim  of  the  Kansas  State  School  for  the  Blind  is  to  qualify  its 
visually  handicapped  pupils  so  that  they  may  “take  contributory  places  in  a 
normal  life.”  The  content  of  the  instruction  corresponds  with  that  offered 
sighted  boys  and  girls.  Every  requirement  set  down  by  the  State  Board  of 
Education  is  or  will  be,  within  the  next  year,  adequately  met.  In  adclition  to 
our  eight  grades  we  maintain  a four-year  accredited  high  school  which  re- 
cently has  been  given  a “B”  Class  rating  by  the  State  Board  of  Education. 
We  feel  justly  proud  of  this  achievement. 

Much  attention  is  paid  to  physical,  industrial,  and  commercial  training,  and 
to  music — this  in  addition  to  the  literary  work.  No  archaic  methods  of  in- 
struction are  used.  All  the  teachers  keep  apace  with  modern  trends  through 
advanced  schooling,  professional  books  and  periodicals.  Through  the  curricular 
and  extracurricular  activities  of  the  school  we  strive  to  bring  within  the  stud- 
dent’s  grasp  every  means  whereby  he  may  develop  intellectually  and  socially. 
Our  textbooks  and  supplementary  books  are  the  most  modern  available.  Many 
fine  magazines  are  Brailled,  and  these,  with  the  aid  of  radios  and  talking  book 
machines,  bring  to  our  pupils  modern  literature,  current  events,  and  the  finest 
music  in  the  world. 

We  feel  that  each  child  has  every  right  to  social  development.  The  handi- 
cap of  blindness  itself  is  obstacle  enough,  but  when  lack  of  the  social  graces 
accompanies  it,  the  double  handicap  is  overwhelming.  So  we  emphasize  the 
value  of  making  one’s  self  acceptable  to  all  by  teaching  table  manners,  how  to 
make  a good  appearance,  how  to  meet  people,  how'  to  dance,  and  many  other 
primary  functions  of  social  life  inside  and  outside  the  school. 

In  any  school  for  blind  children,  training  in  muscular  coordination  is  funda- 
mental. Therefore,  one  cannot  overemphasize  the  value  of  the  vocational  and 
remedial  training  given  each  child  from  the  primary  through  senior  high  school. 

Many  improvements  are  planned  for  the  coming  year.  Courses  in  economics 
and  sociology  are  being  added  to  the  curriculum.  New  luminars  are  to  be 
installed  in  the  literary,  home  economics,  and  commercial  departments.  Nine- 
teen hundred  dollars  is  being  expended  for  new  Braille  books.  This  means 
that  nearly  five  thousand  dollars  worth  of  Braille  books  will  have  been  added 
to  the  library  by  1941.  Federal  funds  were  used  for  this  purchase.  All  of  this 
will  make  for  an  enriched  cumculum  presented  in  an  environment  conducive 
to  preservation  of  sight. 

SUMMER  SCHOOL  FOR  ADULTS 

Each  year  during  June  and  July,  the  Kansas  State  School  for  the  Blind 
conducts  a .summer  school  for  adults  handicapped  in  vision,  as  there  are  many 
persons  who  lose  their  sight  after  they  are  grown.  During  summer  school  we 
teach  them  to  read  and  write  Braille,  use  the  typewriter  and  dictaphones  and 
many  special  crafts  that  make  them  useful,  independent  citizens. 

The  principal  of  our  summer  school  is  also  the  field  representative  of  the 
State  School  for  the  Blind.  This  dual  position  is  an  inseparable  one  as  many 
projects  are  begun  during  June  and  July  which  must  be  completed  in  the 
homes  of  our  blind  folks.
